your group and that of General Clark*s. I did tell him, however, 
of the progress your group is making and mentioned your trip. 
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Furthermore, on the plane going out. I had a good talk with 
Arthur Flemming who is one of the President's appointees on 
the Hoover Committee and who was fully familiar with the 
problem of coordinating the work of the two groups. I believe 
the best solution would be a talk between you and General Clark 
with the Boss on the latter's return to Washington, Possibly 
there should be a preliminary talk with Herbert Hoover. 

This morning I had a brief word with John Hollister, 
Executive Director of the Hoover Committee, who also ®e«™ s 
most anxious to avoid unnecessary duplication in the work of 

the two groups.
